NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
The present war scare on the Continent will, it is hoped, be allowed to sub- 

side without any recourse being had to the arbitrament of the swcrd. But 
should, sooner or later, Germany and Austria take the field agaiast Russia, the 

Sanguinary struggle that will ensue will be fraught with momentous issues for 

an immense proportion of the Jewish subjects of the Czir. Assuming that 

Russia would be vanquished by her two mighty opponents, it may be well to 

take note of the threats held out by the Pester Lloyd, the organ of M, Tisza, the 

Hungarian Premier, If war breaks out, says that journal, the Russian frontier 
will be put back ; a new Poland is to be created (whether as an independent 

State is not quite clear) ; the Baltic provinces as far as St. Petersburg are to be 

added to Germany, and Odessa is to be wrested from Russsia. From the statistics 

published by the late Prince Demidoff San Donato in his pamphlet on “ The 

Jewish Question in Russia,” it is clear that the area of settlement allotted to 


Jews for their domicile covers a very considerable portion of th» territory which, | 


according to the Hungarian journal would, in the event of defeat, be severed 
from the dominions of the Czir. Hence the significance which the outcoms of a 
war, that diplomacy should seck by evcry possible means to avert, would have 
on the fortunes of perhaps not less than two millions of Russian Jews. 


The rumours of war have been growing ominously lond during the past 
week, The sympathy which we would have felt for such fears of war anywhere 
in the world is greatly strengthened by the consideration that the two countries 
chiefly interested—Russia and Austria—contain the large majority of living 
Jews, The scene. of action, wheth«r there be a Russian attack on Galicia or an 
Austrian advance into Poland, will be a locality where two out of every five of - 
the inhabitants are Jews. That they will do their duty as patriotic citizens on 
both sides of the frontier is proved by the experience of the Franco-Prussian War 
when French and German Jews equally distinguished themselves by their 
ardour. If war breaks out, every consideration but that of patriotism 
will disappear from the miuds of Kusesian, Austrian, or German Jews. But it 
adds to the horrors of war that brethren in faith should be forced to draw the 
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sword against one another, and it must be the prayer of everyone that the 


rulers of these two great nations will be wise enough and patriotic enough not 


to gg such huge masses of humanity in the terrible occupations of modern 
warfare. | 


The deputation which waited on the Home Secretary last Thursday res- 
pecting the influx of foreign poor brought with them as an illustration two 
persons who had arrived in London but a few days previously, and who were 
described as having been expelled from Tiflis “ by the Czar,” as Mr. Arnold 
White put it in reply to an enqniry from Mr. Matthews. These persons are pro- 
bably among the earliest of the large body of Jews who have been expelled from 
the region of the Caucasus, though it is not improbable that the great distance to be 
traversed and the heavy expenses involved will combine to prevent any large 
number of our unfortunate coreligionists from finding their way to this country. 
The Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation which have taken up this matter foresaw the possible contingency of an 
immigration here, for in their letter to the Marquis of Salisbury they condemned 
the decree of expulsion both on humanitarian grounds and also for the reaeon 
that its enforcement “ would cause a large number of despairing exiles to seek an 
asylum in England, and thus aggravate the already congested state of our large 
towns,” 


We have always given Mr. Arnold White credit for an earnest desire to 
ameliorate the condition of the London poor. But we feel bound to protest 
aguinst the lengths to which he is pushing his crusade against the immigration 
of “ foreigners.’ in his recent utterances he Icaves out of account the action of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians. For the last four years that. body has done all in 
its power to check immigration. It has published warnings in the forcign Jewish 
papers giving acocunts of the congested condition of the London labour market. 
Arrangements have even been made at Berlin through the intermediation of 
Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, by which intending immigrants are sent back to the 
Russian frontier. Indeed the interest of the Board is so obviously in the same 
direstion as that of Mr. Arno!d White ¢nd_ his friends, that it is strange he is 
not more appreciative of its labours. The whole situation is one of those in 
which authorities in cconomics deprecato any government isterference when 
there are strong private interests acting in the required direction. 


One great difficulty in the way of adopting the proposed scheme for the 
redistribution of Jewish labour in this country was forcibly pointed out by Mr. 
Benjamin L. Cohen and by other speakers, at the last meeting of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians. To send distressed Jews, even with industrial intentions, 
to new places in England, would p»rhaps be the means of spreading the ill-will 
towards Jewish workers, which already exista in the metropolis; and the ill- 
fceling would probably be more acute and dangerous in a small town than it is 
in a huge place like London. The entire scheme is som>what crade and inchoate. 
The trades in which the majority of the Jewish workera are engaged 


are tailoring and bootmaking. If any appreciable influence is to be exerted — 


upon the mass of Anglo-Jewish poverty by the proposed schem*, it can 
only be by a redistribution of tailors or bootmikers, or both. Now, is 
such a redistribution possible? Are there any industrial centres in Eagland 
to which men. worsing at these trades might be sent without disturbing 
the labour-conditions prevailing in those places? As a conerete example 
take the case of Stroud in Gloucestershiro, where there is a large 
tailoring factory employing many Jewish hands. Would not a fresh immi- 
gration of tailors injare th» Stroud opzratives ? It may be said that the immigration 
would not be iuto Stroud, but into such places as Stroud was before the Jews 
went there in anv numbers. If the Jews are left to find out such 
places for themselves just as they wer. able to discover for themselves 
the little Gloucestershire town, the-iinmigration is more likily to be successful 
as happening in obedienve to a natural law. Of course, however, the philan- 
thropist may assist nature, as the physician does. Our poor are severely handi- 
capped in the struggle for existence, and deserve special aid, in consequence, to 
enable them to bear upin the battle. But such aid must be given judiciously 
and with circamspection, with due regard to the general conditions of labour 
in this country, and tothe desirability of encouraging self-help and indepen- 
dence. We are pleased that the London Board of Guardians did not summarily 
reject the proposals inade by the provincia! Boards. Farther consideration 
ean do no harm, and may not impossibly give a more favourable complexion 
to the scheme than it wears at present. | 


At the meeting of the Board of Deputies on Wednesday a communication 
from tho Foreiga Office, which will be found in anotner column, was reid 
announcing that Her Majesty’s Ambassador in St, Petersburg and the Consul- 
General in Odessa had been instructed to furnish a report on the subject of the 


expulsion of the Jews from Tiflis and Trans-Caucasia generally. ‘There is reason | 
tu believe that when these reports are received they will be too late to serve any © 


other purpose than that of once again directing public attention to the persecution 
practised on the Jews in Russia. We imply no censure whatever to the Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association. These bodics, represented by 
their Conjoint Committee, promptly took such action as was open to them 
goon after the news of the intended expulsions reached this country. But it has 


often occurred that what has been described by representatives of daily papers’ 


abroad as impending events in Russia, have ere that time become accomplished 
facts. Such appears to be the case in the present instance, 


The remarkable diplomatic success obtained by Baron Henry de Worms in 
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430 visited the Apprentices’ Exhibition at the 
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reconciling the opposing interests at the Sugar Bounties Conference is a further 
confirmation of his great administrative abilities. The statement of the Times 
that “ Baron Henry de Worms has presided over the deliberations of the Con. 
ference with admirable tact, courtesy and patience” is thoroughly justified, and 
a statement of that kind is little less than a national recognition. A further 
atep has been made by Baron Henry de Worms in that upward march which 
must be carried on continuously if a statesman is to retain and improve his 
influence. The days of small things are over, and Baron Henry deservedly take8 
rank among the leading statesmon of his party. Another instance is afforded of 
the fact that the communal training is no bad school for the larger arca of the 
public life of the country. 


Early in the ensuing year a Conference of European Powers interested in 
Morocco will meet at Madrid relative to the affairs of that country. It is 
announced that the programme of the Conference will be exclusively confined 
to the revision of the articles of the Convention of 1880, regulating the system 
of Consular protection of natives, the Sultan of Morocco objecting to any other 
questions being raised. His Sheriffian Majesty will not allow internal reforms or 
commercial questious to be discussed at tbe same time nor until the system of 
Consular protection has been abolished. If we remember rightly, the Alliance 


_Israélite Universelle s:nt a delegate to Madrid in 1880, as it did to Berlin during 


the Congress of 1878, to take care that the interests of Jews should be properly 
safeguarded. It would be well if the Alliance or the Anglo-Jewish Association 
and the Board of Deputies were to adopt a similar course with respect to th® 
impending meeting at Madrid. No one acquainted with the situation in Morocco 
would attempt to defend the gross abuses to which Consular protection has given 
rise, But the syatem has not been altogether devoid of some good, for it has 
been the means of protecting the lives and property of that numerous cluss, Jews 
and others, over whom the Consuls have thrown their @gis. The plenipoten- 
tiaries at the Conference should devise means whereby this species of protection 
at least might be retained, whilst the commercial system is abolished. 


Very discouraging news reaches us from Palestine. Is there not some wise 
and influential Israelite whocan represent to the Sultan and the Porte how short- 
sighted is the policy which excludes Jews from the Holy Land? They would 
make the most useful and loyal subjects, and their labours would trans- 
form the half desert land into a smiling and fru itful territory, profitable to Hig 
Majesty’s revenues and a strong bulwark against foreign aggression. Just at 
this epoch when the Jewish immigronts are turning seriously towards agriculture 
ard no longer flock to Palestine merely to lay their bones in terra santa, isrcally 

the worst time of all to choose for a new policy of exclusion. It is excluding 
the most valuable recruits in the work of regenerating the Turkish Emrire. ‘At 
Constantinople there are many Jews in the public scrvice of whose industry and 
‘devotion the ruling powers may judge by way of example. That. generous and 
powerful philanthropist, Baron de Hirsch, is at this moment at the Capital, and 
any representations might now be made or supported by his well-known voice. 


_ The announcement by Dr. Neubauer of a discovery of a Judeo-Pcersian 
version of the celebrated cyle of stories known by the name of the Seven Sages 
encourages the hope that one of these days a similar version will turn up of the 
more celebrated collection of stori2s kaown as Kalilahand Dimna. In the

SCHEME FOR REDISTRIBUTION OF JEWISH LABOUR, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sin,—Judging from your report of the proceedings of the London Jewish 
Board of Guardians, held on the 12th inst., relating to the scheme initiated by the 
Manches‘er Board of Guardians for the redistribution of Jewish labour in England 
I think I am correct in assuming that the members of the London Board were under 
the impr.ssion that the scheme had received the sanction of all the provincial 
boards. As this is quite contrary to what has actually occurred, I desire, briefly, to 
state the position of the various boards originally invited to send delegates to 
consider this very serious question. Invitations were sent to the following boards, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Leeds, Sheffield, and Hull. The Leeds and Sheffield Boards 
at once declined joining in the conference, The other boards sent delegates who 
fully discussed the scheme, and finally agreed to the resolutions as stated in your 
report, expressly stipulating that their agreeing to these resolutions should not in 
any way bind their respective boards, before whom the resolutions were subsequently 
laid, the result beiog that in each case the scheme was rejected mainly on account 
of its impractibility.

THE PROPOSED ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—The Rev. Isidore Harris has thought it worth his while to appeal to the 


community to “ pause ” before it offers encouragement to a movement which has not 
yet taken any tangible shape, and the object of which is to perform certain work 
which does not: engage his otherwise encyclopedic sympathies, and with the nature 
of which he, as well as the bulk of the community to whom he appeals, is very im- 
perfectly acquainted. In support of this remarkable warning he adduces two 
solitary reasons, for a brief consideration of which I venture to crave a corner of 
your space, | 

Inthe first place Mr. Harris tells us that the recent Exhibition has not dis- 
covered a sufficiently wide interest in Anglo-Jewish history to warrant the establish- 
ment of an Anglo-Jewish Historical Society. If this is true, why is Mr. Harris so 
perturbed? If there is no interest in Anglo-Jewish History, there will be no society 
and Mr. Harris is only crying “pause” in the wilderness, I think, however, that 
Mr. Harris is wrong. The work of the recent Exhibition could not have been per- 
formed without real interest in its objects, and I believe that the members of the 
Organising Committeee will welcome an opportunity of continuing the studies in 


which they have already found much pleasure. Considering that payment wes | 


exacted for admission to the lectures, and that they were delivered far from the 
centre of London, Ido not regard the small audiences as discouraging. Some mea- 
sure of the interest which has been stimulated in Anglo-Jewish history is afforded 
by the fact that the publications of the Exhibition—including the magnificent 
Edition de sluxe of the Catalogue—have been readily taken up by the public. 

The second reason Mr. Harris urges against the proposed Society is that Anglo- 
Jewish history already receives sufficient attention, Asa matter of fact, until the 
recent Exhibition was set on foot, our history, which has never been painstakingly 
studied, had for years received no attention whatever. Every petty community on 
the Continent knows more of its history than we English Jews know of ours, and 
that notwithstanding that we possess more complete materials than any other com- 
munity in the world. But Mr, Harris is very fearful lest the interests of Jewish 
Science—Rabbinic literature, Jewish folk-lore, Jewish philosophy, Jewish 
ethics, &c.,—should suffer from the literary activity of the community becoming 
concentrated on its own neglected history. I do not share Mr. Harris’s apprehension. 
I believe that there are yet Jewish scholars on the Continent who may be trusted to 
look after the interests of Jewish Science without assistance from England. I fancy 
even that, if they were consulted, they would advise us to cultivate “ the one minute 
plot” in the wide domain of Jewish Science which constitutes our own history, and 
which we alone can properly till, rather than spend our time in “ superficial surveys 
of the entire ground” for which we have not as yet shown any remarkable aptitude. 

Mr. Harris seems to think that the proposed Society might clash with, and 
perh»ps overshadow, another organisation which is now making a modest effort to 
interest English Jews in the wider studies on behalf of which he pleads. Although 


as yet the plans of the Anglo-Jewish Historical Society have not been finally settled, 
I think I can reassure him on this point, The Society will not make large or 
frequent demands on public attention. Its aim will be to work quietly and unob- 
trusively at such drudgery as the investigation of unexplored sources and the 
sifting, catalogueing and classification of materials. When, at long intervals and 
after laborious studies, any of its members may think their results sufficiently sure 
and important to communicate them to the public, I am persuaded that neither 
Mr. Harris nor Jews’ College will grudge them an otherwise unoccupied Sunday

S1r,—Permit me to make a few remarks on the Rev, Isidore Harris’ somewhat 
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premature advice to the community not to respond to an appeal, that, so 
far as I know, has not been made toit. The Anglo-Jewish Historical Society that 
is suggested is not likely to interfere with the cause or causes—of Jewish Ethics, 
_ philosophy, Rabbinic scholarship and the rest—in which Mr. Harris is interested. 
I am, however, more concerned to defend the cause of Anglo-Jewish History 
than of any Society to promote it. Mr. Harris is of opinion that the history of 
the Jews in this country has obtained as much attention as it deserves, and implies 
that itis a very small affair compared with the wider subjects to which he refers: 
Well, the answer to all that may be summed up in the colloquial. “It may be a 
small thing but it is our own.” Owing to causes on which I need not expatiate 
any contributions we can make to Jewish philosophy or Rabbinic scholarship can 
scarcely be anything more than adaptations of German works which stu- 
dents can nowadays read in the original. Anglo-Jewish History on the 
other hand, can only be prosecuted successfully in this country, and it is our duty 
to make its records accessible to the world at large as our contribution to the revival 


of the study of Jewish history which is so marked a characteristic of recent Jewish 


literature, and has left such permanent traces on Jewish thought and feeling. Mr, 
Harris’ appeal to France is a peculiarly unfortunate one, as at least two-thirds of 
the Revue des Etudes, Juives is taken up with Gallo-Jewish history. 

I have said provisionally “it may be a small thing,” but I would qualify that 
statement by adding that it may be made a great thing, especially as regards tho 
earlier phases of our history before the Expulsion of 1290 Mr. Harriscan scarcely 
be aware of the huge mass of unpublished material that still awaits investigation’ 
No less than a thousand documents and deeds relating to the Pre-expulsion 
remain buried at the Record Office and Westminster, and from these a more 
complete picture of the social conditions of the early Jews of England could be 
drawn up than for any other country of Europe at so early a date. And 
any such picture would be a contribution to general Jewish history since the 
unifying influence of the Church in the Middle Ages made the lot of the Jews 
very similar throughout Christendom. The historian who could, for example 
explain the causes of the Expulsion from England in 1290, would be helping 
towards the explanation of the expulsions from other lands that so soon followed it. 

Mr. Harris refers to the fact that. Anglo-Jewish history is doubly favoured in 
being a branch of English as well as Jewish history, The more reason why we 
English Jews should study it. We owe it to our native country to contribute so fa 
as in us lies to the elucidation of its annals. Something in this direction has already 
been done. No!future historian of England will be able to ignore the part played 
by the Jewish Exchequer in the thirteenth century in the struggle between 
King and Commons after Dr. Gross’ researches on that subject. No biographer of 
Cromwell will be able to leave out of account the part played by Jewish 
merchants in obtaining information and funds for the Commonwealth, after 
Mr. Lucien Wolf’s researches. _ These are but first fruits, and we have a 
right to expect an equally abundant harvest from other divisions of the 
subject. So promising a field as this, it seems to me, deserves the attention and 
sympathy of the community, as much as the wider territory towards which Mr. 
Harris would attract us to wander at our own sweet will, without any prospect of 
profitable cultivation of the soil. It is from concentration, not from diffusion, 
hut we can best hope for solid contributions to Jewish science.

BOARD OF DEPUTIES, 


The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Wednesday at the 
Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. Ia th) 
absence of any of the other honorary officers, Mr. M. CASTELLO, as senior honorary 
officer present, presided ; and there were present, Dr. M. Clifford ; Messrs. D. L, Alex- 
ander, B. L. Cohen, F. Davis, Lewis Davis, E, A, Franklin, H.S . Mendelssohn, 
B. Newgass, S. Spyer. 


A letter was read from Lady Briggs acknowledging the letter of cordolenceon 


the death of her husband, who had rendered services to the Board some years ago 
when resident in one of the Wcat Indian possessions. . 

The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) reported to the Board the 
tenour of a further correspondence on the subject of the transfer to the Board of 
property belonging to the Sheerness. Congregation which no longer exis's, The 
synagogue premises would realise from £300 to £400. This amount the Trustees of 
the Congregation would be prepared to hand over to the Board of Deputies on trust, 
provided that if a synagogue should be established at a future time, the trust money 
should be handed over to that body, and that in the meantime the income be applied 
to keeping in repair the two disused burial grounds, and for other purposes within 
the province of the Board. | 

After a discussion on the legal bearings of the question, it was resolved, on the 
resolution of Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, seconded by Mr, 8S. SpYER, that the subject 
shall be referred to the Law and Parliamentary Committee. 

The Solicitor and Secretary reported as to the committal of a Jewish lad to an In- 
dustrial School for irregular attendance at the Leeds School Board School. An 
application had been sent on behalf of the Board of Deputies to the Leeds School 
Board for the release of the lad, some of his relations being willing to take charge 
of him. The Leeds School Board had, however, refused to accede to this applica- 
tion. Consequent on this refusal, a memorial had been addressed to the Home 
Office, and it was hoped that this representation would have the desired effect. 

Theminutes were real of a conference of the Conjoint Foreign Committze of 
the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association, together with the letters from the 
Foreign Office in reply to representations of tiat Committee. The letters will be 
found in another part of this journal. 


The Solicitor and Secretary informed the Board that with the help ofa gift 


received from Mr. David de Pass, arrangemeats had been concluded for putting into 
proper condition the disused Jewish burial ground at King’s Lynn. 

The appointment of Mr. 8. Fineberg as Reg strar of Marriages for the Leicester 
Congregation was reported, and the President was authorised to certify Mr. Nathan 
Ornstien as Regis'rar of Marriages of the new Maryempoler Congregation in Leeds,

"THE SWEATING SYSTEM. _ 


An able reply to the report of Mr. Burnett, the Labour correspondent of the 
Board of Trade, has been made by Mr. G. Wortman, President of the City of London 
Jewish Tailors’ Benefit Society, and Mr. M. Moses, President of the Tailors’ Mutual 
Association. They point out that the making of trousers and vests (in which very 
low prices are paid to women) are not in the hands of Jews. The only branch of 
the ready-madeclothing trade pursued by East End Jews is that which requires the 
most. skill and capital, and really practical tailoring, viz., coat making. In this 
branch the average rate of wages is as high as that obtained by ordinary English 
mechanics. Many non-Jewish hands are employed in Jewish workshops. It was 
through the much-abused Jews, who, when machinery was introduced, were the 
first toavail themselves of it, that the extensive clothing industry has been retained 
on English soil, Had it not been for them, the coat trade, like that of _the 
watchmakers and others, would have passed into the hands of foreign nations, 
The evils which have taken such deep root can only be eradicated by the ual 
process of educating the men and convincing them that it is to their own interest 
to abolish the objectionable practices, and a step in the right direction: would he

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THE RE-SETTLEMENT OF THE JEWS IN 
ENGLAND.

A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY, 
III, 


In obedience to the instruction of Cromwell, the Council of State gave prompt 
attention to Dormido’s petition. They referred it to a special sub-committee, which 
in due course reported against it. Thereupon the Council notified to the Protector 
that they saw no cause to make any order. Dormido was not only disappointed by 
this result, he was seriously distressed by it. He had already made arrangements to 
settle permanently in England ; and others, also publicly acknowledging their Judaism: 
had taken a similar course. The decision of the Council was fatal to their stay in Eng- 
land, for being avowed Jews, it placed them at the mercy of every common informer, 
What was to be done? There was now obviously no course left but to call in the 
assistance of Menasseh ben Israel ; and, in hot haste, Samuel was despatched (on the 
16th May, 1655) to Amsterdam to fetch his father. Delayed by domestic affairs, 
Menassch did not arrive in London until October. His coming created a profound 
sensation, and the Jewish Question again became the question of the hour. 


Menasseh bore out, it must be confessed, the worst fears of his enemies. 


_ At his firs t interview with the Protector, according to the testimony of Sagredo, the 


Venetian Ambassador, he behaved in the most extravagant manner. Ie is said to 


have actually prodded Cromwell and to have asked him whether he was not a super- 


human being. It is very likely that his absurd conduct gave rise to the 
story that one of his companions went down to Huntingdon to find 
out whether Cromwell was of Davidic descent. His “ Humble Address” alleged th, 
Danielic pro phecy, with regard to the completion of the Dispersion, as one of the 
motives of his mission. In his conversation with Cromwell and in his petition to 
the Council, instead of limiting himself to the necessities of the situation—the 
decision of the bare question whether Jews might reside here unmolested or not—he 
demanded full rights and privileges for his co-religionists at large, and unwisely 
disciosed that his special sympathies lad been enlisted by the hordes of Polish 
Jewish refugees who, flying before the horrors of the Swedish War and the bloody 
persecution of Chmelnicki, were crowding the German and Dutch frontiers. Hi, 
petition, consisting of seven clauses, was reported upon by the Council of State on 
November 13th, and was, as far as the mere question of fr2edom of domicile Wag 
concerned, entirely successful. This fact seems to have been strangely overlooked 
by every writer on the subject, although the document has been quoted a score of 
times. The Council formally expressed the opinion “ that the Jews deserving it 
may be admitted into this nat ion to trade and traffic and dwell among us as Provi- 
dence shall give occasion.” At the same time they severely condemned “the 
motives and grounds’ of Menasseh ben Israel's petition and recommended that his 
coreligionists should be treated as aliens and not be allowed to do anythine 
which might shock the Christian conscience of *he qjxtion. This was all that 
Dormido required. The effect of the décision was practically to legalise the exi 
ence of Jews in England 3% long as they made no parad f thei igi — 
» 50 long y parade of their religion. In 
~' so Was a charter to the hitherto secret cominunity which hag 


-7°<uered round Carvajal as well as to the avowedly Jewish new comers. To 


Menassch, however, it was not satisfactory and, as it did not authoritatively 
settle the thevlogical questions to which in the then state of England 
Cromwell was bound to pay every deference, it was not wholly satisfactory 
tohim. Perhaps he felt that a less grudging concession was due to men who had 
served the State well. He, consequently, called a special conference of lawyers 

merchants and divines to whom he re-submitted the question. The lawyers declared 
that there was no bar to the settlement of the Jews; the divines disagreed among 
themselves, and the merchants gave vent to a great deal of trade jealously. The 
question still remained as it had been left by the Council of State, with the excep 

tion that their decision had been endorsed by the most eminent lawyers in the 
land ; and Cromwell dismissed the Conference with a notification that, after careful 
consideration, he would take his own course, As a solatium to Menasseh ben Israe 

he gave him a pension of £100 per annum. eit 


It seems that about this time a serious quarrel took place between the 


Jews and Menasseh. They very likely urged him to be satisfied with on 
he had obtained and to go home; and he, hoping yet to obtain a triumphant 


of all his demands, perhaps refused. At any rate he addressed another appeal to 
the British nation in the shape of his Vindicie Judeorum. Fifteen days after t 
publication of this work, the first occasion arose for testing the right of the J 7 
to reside in England as laid down by the Council of State and the judges, A ps 
the Marrano residents, Antonio Rodrigues Robles, was denounced as a Portu 
and Papist, and—England then being at war with Portugal—as liable to senthddadlen 
of his property.

‘seas for burial, Menaeseh did not long survive his son. Penniless and broken in 


friends rallied to the assistance | 
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health, friendless and dejected, he managed to reach the house of his brother-in. 
law, Ephraim Abarbanel, at Middleburg, in Zealand, where he died on the 20th 
November, 1657. : 

Three months later (in February, 1658) at a reception at Whitehall, Crom- 
well gave Carvajal and his coreligionists a public assurance of his protection. Th 
precise terms of this grant, which was doubtless oral, have not been preserved. But, 
as it was preceded by the endenization of Carvajal, in defiance of the recommenda. 
tion of the Council, that the Jews should only be permitted the standing of ordinary 
aliens, and as it was succeeded by the public celebration of the Feast of Tabernacles, 
we may assume that it was a kind of informal fuys ce que voudra, the Protector 
relying on the tried discretion of the Jews. I have to confess that my authorities 
for this traneaction are not very specific ; but I regard them as sufficiently convincing, 
The fact that a “tolerance” was granted by Cromwell is recorded by Thomas 
Violet; while for tims and place we have the statement of Burton’s Diary 
under date of February 4, 1658, that at a certain reception held by the Prctector 
in celebration of his escape from assassination, “ the Jews, those able and 
general intelligencers, whose intercourse with the Continent Cromwell had before 
turned to a profitable account, he now conciliated by a seasonable benefaction to their 


| principal agent resident in England.’ This “seasonable benefaction” could have 


been nothing else than the “tolerance” referred to by Violet; while the reference 
to the services rendered by the Jews leaves little doubt as to the identity of the 
“principal agent” to whom the historic privilege was granted. Carvajal, it 
may be added, died in 1659, and was buried under the name of Abraham in 
the cemetery he had founded. His wife Mary, alias Esther, survived him forty years 
when she was intorred by his side ; and his two sons, Alonzo and Joseph, also reposs 
in the same “ House of Life.” 


I think I have now answered, as far as the evidence at my disposal will permit, 
the three questions with which I opened this paper, viz., What was the nature of the 
tolerance granted to the Jews by Cromwell ; how was it obtained and by whom. The 
fact is beyond dispute that the mere iaterp:etation of the law wh’'ch secured to the 
Jews the right of domicile in England was obtained in answer to tho petition of 
Menasseh ben Israel ; but it is an exaggeration to believe, as we have hitherto been 
taught, that the ingenuous but misguided Rabbi of Amsterdam was the min instru- 
ment ia bringing about the re-settlement of the Jews in this country. It is impos- 
sible not to respect a man whose heart beat so generously and unselfishly for what 
he conceived to be the interests of his sorely afflicted brethren and whossa faith was 
so sincere that he dil not hesitate to act ona belief which so many of the most ortho, 
dox among us are glad to cherish onlyias a pious hope ; but we cannot but rezard it 
as a mercy that his mission, as he understood it, was a failure. The result of the 
importation into England, at this period, of thousands of fanaticised and degraded 
Polish Jews would have only aggravatel the numberless forms :f religious 
mania by which the country was convulsed and might, in other respects. 
have proved calamitous to the hopes of an honourable and honoured settlement of 
our ancestors in the land. Menasseh's role in this page of our history was perhaps 
the most prominent, but it was certainly: not the most important. He was the 
intermediary by which the prize was socured which Carvajal and his friends had 
solidly earned. Antonio Fernandez Carvajal was the real founder of the Anglo- 
Jewish community, not only by virtue of the technical fact that he took the first 
steps for its public organisation but also because, by his prudence and public services 
he convinced the sagazious‘ruler under whom he lived that to extend hospitality to 
the proscribed Israelites was not only right in ethics but also wise in politics.

THE RE-SETTLEMENT OF THE JEWS. 


Now that Mr. Lucien Wolf's very interesting paper on the Re-settlement of 
the Jews in England is coming to an end, I ask to say a word as to the reference 
to my name in a note to the first portion of his article. Mr, Wolf unintentionally 
failed to do me complete justice in this reference. Dealing with my paper on ‘The 
Re-settlement of the Jews by Oliver Cromwell,” published in the Jewish Chronicle 
of November 26th, 1880, he writes that I argued that the Jews were legally settled 
here because they purchased a cemetery. But, in truth, my discussion proceeded upon 
the whole body of evidence rather than on this one isolated fact as to the 
graveyard. I was indeed especially concerned to re-establish this important fact 
(for which I had made myself responsible in the Academy and the Miscellany 
of Hebrew Interature) in opposition to some doubts which had been thrown upon 
it in the Examiner, But I took into consideration many confirmations of the 
settlement of the Jews. | ae | 


For example, I expressly referred, among other authorities, to the statement 
in Burton's Diary, which Mr. Wolf has just used with excellent effect towards the 
close of his paper at Jews’ College. I pointed out the importance of Dormido in 
Jewish history, and cited the old list of graves in which are found the names of 
Abraham (Anthony) Carvajal, and Isaac Brito. , 

Dealing as I did in a matter-of-fact way with musty records, chiefly the early 
legal documents of the S:phardic community, it was my duty to be at least accurate, 
and I trust I was so. Mr. Wolf has made further researches, has clothed the dry 
bones of history with life, and drawn a vivid picture of the active and religious

A special service wes held at the synagogue, Park Row, on Sunday, the 18th 
inst., in celebration of the Frast of Dedication. Prayers were offered for the 
Crown Prince of Germany, this being an important feature in the service. In the 
large assembly there were the Mayor and Mayoress of Bristol, the High Sheriff and 
Mrs, Symes, the German Consul, and representatives of all bodies, municipal, 
clerical, medical. ete. The scrvice commenced with Ma Tubu, The prayer for Her 
Majesty and the Royal Faxily was offered up, and a Hebrew prayer, compcs2d for 
the occasion by the Rev. Joseph Levy, B.A., was most impressively read. The Rev. 
Mr. Levy, who coniusted the service, then preached the sermon, He sketched the 
history of the Jews from the dedication of Solomon's Temple to the time of the 
Maccabees. [le proceeded to detail the events in celebration of which “Chanuca” 
was held—the wonderful deliverance of our race and religion from the Greeks and 
the purification of the Temple at Jerusalem. The moral was introduced by the 
following apologue: Soon after the destruction of the Second Temple, a pious avd 
wealthy Jew appeared before the Rabbi soliciting him to name a suitable pla‘e, in 
which a temple might be erected for the worship of God. “In the heart” was the 
brief reply. Remarking that if the heart was the principal function in the physi- 
cal system it held no less exalted a position in the spiritual world, Mr, Levy, by 
the aid of Biblical and Talmudical arguments, showed how the heart could be 
dedicated as a temple to God, and how, to-day, a feast of dedication could thus be 
‘held, that would be most solemn, most holy, most acceptable. Referring to the 

Crown Prince, the preacher continued: With this day's service we conclude a feast, 
observed, as we have seen, in commemoration of the miraculous deliverance of our 
religion and our nation from the hands of wanton and ruthless persecutors, And 
to our sorrow, in a'l ages “the archers have shot at us, and persecuted us.” At all 
times, however, God has stirred up good and noble men who have in 

a:d delivered us from the hands of our oppressors. With what truth, ard 
with what deep and awed feelings of gratitude may we say this of 
Frederick William, Crown Prince of Germany. He has ever evinced broad sympathy 
with all c asses and liberal toleration of the whole world: whilst towards our 
nation he hasdisplayed a kindlincss that places every Jew, of whatsoever land of 
adoption, under a deep and lasting obligation. In those days when it was fashionas 
ble to express sympathy with the Juvdcnhctze, this truly royal man attended the 
synagogue in person, hoping thereby to stem the tide of illwill towards those whom 
he has graciously characterised as some of the most loyal, and law-abiding of the 
subjects of the Kaiser. And now, for some time, sickness has laid its wearisome 
burden on him, and if report is tobe believed, places but a “step between him and 
death.” <A gloom hangs over all, and the inhabitants of the civilised world ure 
disturbed with irrepressible alarm.’ Oh, what is mote depressing than to se? a sweet 
flower marred by the storm ere it has arrived at perfection! What is more sad than 
to trace a stately palm withered by the b!ast ere it has blessed man with its manifold 
uses! What is more terrible than to see one in the pride of manhood in possession 
of every faculty, surrounded by dear relatives. willing to sacrifice themselves that 
his precious life may be spared, suffering, suffering, suffering! We are taught 
that ‘‘thougha sword be placed'on the neck of aman he should not refrain from 
prayer.” We may hope then that the Merciful Father of all will listen to the 
prayer we have offered that He will spare the useful life of this Prince to worthily 
serve his nation to raise and strengthen it, to protect and extend its liberties. We 
may hope that the Lord of the Universe will restore him to his former good health, 
and that in His good time, he will ascend the throne of his father. his heart 
strengthened with noble resolutions of “ perfect with the Lord God,” all his days 
on earth.

FOREIGN OFFICE CORRESPONDENCE ON JEWS IN RUSSIA AND 
; | PALESTINE. 
- 
The following letters from the Secretary of State for Voreign Affairs were 
read at the meeting of the Board of Deputies on Wednesday evening, in response 
to letters addressed to his lordship by Mr. Lewis Emanuel and by the Rev. A. 


Lowy, on the part of the Conjoint Committee of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association :— 


Foreign Office, December 10th, 1887. 
Gentlemen,—I am directed by the Marquis of Salisbury to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the Sth inst. relative to statements which have appeared in 
the English newspapers to the effect that a decree has been issued by the Governor- 
General of the Caucasus expelling all Jews from Tiflis, and, further, that the expul- 
sion of foreign Jews from Nicolaieff and elsewhere continues with increased rigour 
on the part of the Russian authorities. . 

Iam to inform you in reply that a copy of your communication will be for- 
warded to Her Majesty’s Ambassador at St. Petersburg and to Her Majesty's Consul 
General at Odessa with instructions to furnish a report on the subject.

Sir,—TI am directed by the Marquis of Salisbury to acknowledge the receipt of 
the letter of the 5th instant from you and Mr. Emanuel, asking for information in 
regard to the position of certain Jews who have long resided in Palestine under 
British protection and also as to the existence of a Regulation prohibiting the resi- 
dence of Jewish immigrants in Palestine for more than thirty days. 

In reply to your enquiry on the first of these subjects, I am to state that it 
appears that in 1849 the Russian Jews living in Palestine were informed by the 
Russian Consular Agents that unless they returned to Russia to renew their passports 
in accordance with the Russian regulations, they would cease to be entitled to _Rus- 
sian protection. But as they bad a religious wish to live and die in the Holy Land, 
and the Russian Government did not wish to act with severity towards them, Her 
Majesty’s Government proposed an arrangement, which was accepted by the Russian 
Government, to transfer to British protection those Russian Jews who in this man- 
ner became deprived of their national protection and who produced certificates to 
that effect from the Russian Consular authorities. . 

Great difficulties have, however, arisen in recent years in verifying the titles of 
various claimants to British protection and there has been a growing tendency on 
the part of the Turkish authorities to question the right of the British Government 
to extend protection to these Jews and their descendants as well as to other persons 
born in Turkey who cannot be considered as British subjects. A correspondence is 
still taking place on the subject. 

It was found necessary to makesome arrangements for defining and limiting the 
persons to whom protection should be extended for the future, and I am to enclose a 
copy of the regulations which were decided upon by Her Majesty's Government in 
1885 for this purpose, which provide that with the exception of certain persons of 


advanced age, and in some cases their descendants within certain limits, all Russian — 


Jows will cease to enjoy British protection after lst January, 150. | 
It must be understood, however, that these regulations have not been accepted 
by the Turkish Government, who continue to claim that the protection shall cease 
entirely and at once, while Her Majesty's Government contend that this sudden with- 
drawal would not be equitable. 
In regard to your second question I am to state that Her Majesty's Governmes 
have recently been informed that a regulation does exist forbidding the residence of 
foreign immigrants of Jewish extraction in Syria or Palestine for more than thirty 
days, and that the matter is under discussion between Her Majesty's Embassy at

us. The only discussion on the subject is a passage in which Ras Hama, 
on being asked by a Persian ‘King whether there is any direction in the 
Bible to bury the dead, remains ominously silent, nor is the perplexity 
removed in the discussion’ which follows the anecdote. In short 
the old Rabbis were as much in the dirk about the ‘subject as we 
are. Yet the question must have com> bafore the Rabbis living in Greek 
and Roman lands where barning was, during many centuries, an ordinary 
way of disposing of the remains of the dead, An examination of the Jewish 
catacombs in Rome should easily show whether they were depositories of 
cinerary urns or of bodies not reduced in size by calcination. We imagine it 
would be found that the rock-hewn sepulchres of the Jewish catacombs were 
of full size and not the mere pigeon-holes in which urns were stored. 
The close approximation of Hellenistic and Roman Jews to the customs 
of Hellas and Rom> renders it probable enough that they followed the cus- 
toms of the countries in which thoy dwelt with regard to disposal of their 
dead, but we are not aware that a Jewish cinerary urna has ever been 
identified,

The student of Jewish archw logy can only discover one ruling principle 
in the Rabbinic laws relating to the disposal of the dead body. The corpse 
must not be left to putrify, as this would desecrate the image of Gop in man. 
All the other ceremonials are merely customary (x292 83799). Cremation 
carried out with proper deference to the dead, would come under this 
class and might have been termed Winhog Britannica if it had been resorted 
to in Talmudic times. It is useless to quote in opposition the mystical 
views of that eminent Cabbalist, R. Aaron Beracusan of Modena, about 
the burial of the dead, views which would be nullifiel in the case of a cre- 
mated body. Some future R. Arrow will be quite prepared to spin out 
equivalent mysticisms applicable to cremation as his predecessors did about 
the mysteries of burial. Jewish scholars of modern times have not neglected 
the subject and in the discus-ions which have been published from time to 
time opinions seem to be evenly divided. If there be any preponderance of 
authority in any direction it is certainly not against Cremation. 


The question of immortality has clearly no right to b2 introduced into 
the discussion. Whether the boly slowly crumble away into dust or be more 
quickly resolved by quicklime, as was frequently the case in the days of 
body snatchers, or b> almost instantinsously tacael ints ashes, is clearly a 
matter of degree. The real question ‘3 as to our feelings with regard to the 
various methods. The practice of thousands of years has mitigated the 
horrors of interment, while the novelty of cremation gives a shock to the 
feelings at the su ldennoess of thus resolving our b>lies into their primor- 
dial elements. Cremation is a matter of feeling, not of religion. At the 
same time a matter of feeling is so far a matter of religion that it is irreli- 
gious to hurt anyone’s feelings unnecessarily. If science declares emphati- 
cally in favour of cremation, we shall learn to resign ourselves to it. Whether 
the dust returns to earth by slow decay or by the speedy action of fire is not

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CREMATION. 


A somewhat extraordinary and rare spectacle was presented at a recent 
meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue, when Lord Rothschild, 
the President, expressed an opinion on Cremation, regarded as 4 
Jewish practice, which was totally at variance with the views of the venerable 
Cuter and his son and Delegate Dr. Hermaxn Aviex, Lord 
Rothschild was fully justified in such action, as the Curer Ripsi's 
communication did not profess to be the decision of a Beth Din, and the 
right of laymen to an independent julgment in theological matters is on2 of 
the most precious inheritances of Judaism. 

It is worthy of note that Lord Rorascutcp in expressing, as President 
of the United Synagogue, an opinion favourable to Cremation, was acting 
against the financial interests of the body over which he presides. The great 
hold that the United Synagogue possesses consists in the right of burial, and 
this might be affected by the new practice. The same self-denying ordinance 
might be followed by our ecclesiastical authorities, especially as no question 
of principle is involved, It would not indeed be impossible to bring cremation 
under a principle which has had great influence on Jewish practice. Judaism, 
almost alone of all the great religions, has made hygiene one of its ruling 
principles. Lord Beaconsrie.p’s witticism Santas Sunitatum omnia Sanitas 
was more applicable than he probably knew to the religion into which he 
was born. If the great authorities on hygiene declare, a3 they seem likaly 
to do, for cremation, it would certainly be congruous with the traditions of 
Judaism to welcome the innovation rather than to oppose it. 

Cremation is indeed a subject to which we can well apply the words 
of the philosopher who said that Piatro was his friend, but that Truth 


was his friend too and had a sacred claim to precedence. We respect 


the learning of our Ecclesiastical Authorities, we bow to their decisions, | | 


but we are likewise convinced that in a question of feeling, as this is, there 
is room for difference of opinion, and that we must have the first regard to 
' the teachings of science and truth. The problem is not just at present a 
very pressing one, but it will come before our children in a much more 
urgent shape, and we should prepare the way for them. — 

There is nothing decisive in the Bible on the subject, The burning 
of the bodies of and JonaTuan mentioned in I, Sam., xxxi. 12, is the 
chief text quoted in support of the custom, but this has been turned by 
Jewish opponents of cremation by quoting JonarHan BEN UzziEL’s 
Yersion which translates the last words ... ‘And burnt them” by 
Ny yp, “and made a burning fir them.” But if we are to reject literal 
interpretations in this passage, why not also the same in JonaTaan’s para 
phrase of Amos ii., 1, the chief text quoted on the opposite side as by the 
Carer Raper? Jonataan adds to the words “ Because he burned the 
bones of the King of Edom, sm32 839 }\2"10) “ and lime-whited his house 
with them.” According to this trans'ation or explanation of the difficult 
Word p> the sin of Moab did not cons'st in having barnt the bones, but in 

aving used the ashes in so revolting away. A referenc> indeed to Amos 


V1, 10, would seem to i-wply that cremat’on was regarded as quite usual by 
the Prophet. | 


Le Bible is thus silent, the Talmud has as ! tt'e direction to give | 
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us. The only discussion on the subject is a passage in which Ras Hama, 
on being asked by a Persian ‘King whether there is any direction in the 
Bible to bury the dead, remains ominously silent, nor is the perplexity 
removed in the discussion’ which follows the anecdote. In short 
the old Rabbis were as much inthe dirk abont the subject as we 
are. Yet the question must have com? before the Rabbis living in Greek 
and Roman lands where burning was, during many centuries, an ordinary 
way of disposing of the remains of the dead, An examination of the Jewish 
catacombs in Rome should easily show whether they were depositories of 
cinerary urns or of bodies not reduced in size by calcination. We imagine it 
would be found that the rock-hewn sepulchres of the Jewish catacombs were 
of full size and not the mere pigeon-holes in which urns were stored. 
The close approximation of Hellenistic and Roman Jews to the customs 
of Hellas and Roms renders it probable enough that they followed the eus- 
toms of the countries in which thoy dwelt with regard to disposal of their 


dead, but we are not aware that a Jewish cinorary ura has ever been 
identified, 


The student of Jewish archa logy can only discover one ruling principle 
in the Rabbinic laws relating to the disposal of the dead body. The corpse 
must not be left to putrify, as this would desecrate the image of Gop in man. 
All the other ceremonials are merely customary (x»D>y2 N39). Cremation. 
carried out. with proper deference to the dead, would come under this 
class and might have been termed Vinhog Britannica if it had been resorted 
to in Talmudic times. It is useless to quote in opposition the mystical 
views of that eminent Cabbalist, R. Aaron Beracusan of Modena, about 
the burial of the dead, views which would be nullifiel in the case of a cre- 
mated body. Some future R. Airoy will be quite prepared to spin out 
equivalent mysticisms applicable to cremation as his predecessors did about 
the mysteries of burial. Jewish scholars of modern times have not neglected 
the subject and in the discus-ions which have been published from time to 
time opinions seem to be evenly divided. If there be any preponderance of 
authority in any direction it is certainly not against Cremation. 

The question of immortality has clearly no right to ba introduced into 
the discussion. Whether the boly slowly crumble away into dust or be more 
quickly resolved by quicklime, as was frequently the case in the days of 
body snatchers, or b> atmos instantinyasly ints ashes, is clearly a 
matter of degree. The real question ‘3 as to our feelings with regard to the 
various methods. ‘The practice of thousands of years has mitigated the 
horrors of interment, while the novelty of cremation gives a shock to the 
feelings at the su ldennoess of thus resolving our b»lies into their primor- 
dial elements. Cremation is a matter of feeling, not of religion. At the 
same time a matter of feeling is so far a matter of religion that it is irreli- 
gious to hurt anyone’s feelings unnecessarily. If science declares emphati- 
cally in favour of cremation, we shall learn to resign ourselves to it. Whether 
the dust returns to earth by slow decay or by the speedy action of fire is not 
of moment from a religious point of view, provilel we are convinced that “ the 
spirit returns unto Gop Who gave it.” 


JewtsH Hicu Scuoon ror GIRLS.—At the last distribution of prizes at the 
Jewish High School for Girls, Chenies Street, the Rev, A. Lowy ventilated a scheme 
for improving the courses of religious instruction. It was then proposed that several 
noted lecturers, clerical and laymen, should bo invited to deliver a series of lectures 
oo the Ethics of Judaism. We learn that this excellent suggestioa will be carried 
into effect during the ensuing term. Several friends of education have signified 
their willingness to give popular lectures, lasting half an hour on each occasion, 
during school hours. The first of the series will be delivered by the Rav. Dr. Gaster 
during the second week of January. 


TEACHING DRAWING IN SCHOOLS.—The opening of the Exhibition of Appren- 
tices’ handicraft work at the People’s Palace has been followed by a number of dis- 
cussions, conferences and speeches,urging inter alia the need of greater facilities for the 
technical teaching of girls and boys destined for industrial vocations. It is noteworthy 
that the one essential prescription urged as far as regards rudimentary or primary 
education —the teaching of drawing as the key to all technical facility—has been 


anticipated in nearly all our Jewish schools, thanks, mainly, to the unremitting» 


i d devoted self-sacrifice of Mr. B. 8. Marks, Long before it was fast ion- 
oir te warcoste the teaching of drawing as an indispensable factor in the 
training of all working boys and girls desirous of learning handicrafts, 
Mr. Marks urged the value of such instruction at many Jewish educa- 
tional gatherings, and he not only preached this sound doctrine, but per- 
sonally practised it, by placing his ewn artistic skill at the disposal of the agency, 
ment of several Jewish schools. Every Sunday morning finds Mr. Marks at ss 
chosen post, first, at the West, at the Bayswater Jewish Schools, and then at the 
East-end of London, at the Jews’ Free School, teaching and training as @& 
labour of love, children at those schools, in the accurate and yp se 
work of th? eye and hand, acquired in the methodical practice o - rawing. 
As a large percentage of the lads under the supervision of the Industrial Jommittee 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians are recrui'ed from the Jews’ Free School, we

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THE RITUAL. 


BY “JUD.EUS.”

[FIRST ARTICLE, | 


The resolutions adopted at the recent general meeting of the members of thy 
West London Synagogue are deserving of more attention than the community 
appears to have given them. They are as follows: 1. “That the Reading of the 
Law be shortened.” 2. “That the Reading of the Prophets, in English, be intro- 
duced into the Sabbath Morning Service.” 3. “That the prayers read during the 
Sabbath and Festival Morning Services be curtailed.” A fourth resolution sppoints 
a Revision Committee to draw up a scheme, in concert with the ministers, for 
giving effect to the foregoing resolutions, and to report thereon to the Council. 

The step thus taken by the Berkeley Street Synagogue has obviously a significance 
which is far more than local. Hitherto the congregation have becen content to 
adhere to the liturgy which they adopted at the establishment of their synagogue 
forty-five years ago. But time and change have exerted their inevitable influence 
upon them as upon other religious bodies, and the desire for an amended Service hag 
at last become too imperiqus for restraint. Despite the label of “ Reform” which 
has been affixed to them, the congregation have, notably in regard to their liturgy 
consistently maintained a conservative attitude. And if they modify their tradi. 
tional policy now, it is only in deference, we may be sure, to a necessity which they 
feel cannot be ignored without danger to those very religious interests which theiy 
previous moderation had aimed at conserving. 


Is it not reasonable to see in the action of this one congregation at once an 
indication of the tendency of communal opinion and a suggestion of wise communa 
policy? Can there be any doubt that the intellectual movement which has spurreg 
the West London Synagogue into action has been at work for along time am Dg 
English Jews generally, and that if the smaller body is ripe for a religious advance 
the larger is also ready for one? For the moment the adoption of the proposed 
changes in Berkeley Street may seem to lead thecongregation one step further away 
from the “orthodox” camp. But in reality the sympathies of many of those who 
are thus apparently left behind will follow the progressionists, and morally bridge 
the gap. Nay, unless the signs of the times are misleading and analogies to be 
discredited, the Berkeley Street congregation will prove to be but the advance-guard 
in a far larger movement, which will involve the whole community. 


It is with the hcpe of aiding that movement in however humble 
a cegree that I pen these articles, With the love of change for 
its own sake I have no sympathy; and, as the sequel will show 
disunion is my special dread. But there are changes which are maid 
imperatively necessary by a regard for the stability, nay, the very life, of the religion 
which is dear to us all, conservative and progressionist alike, And it is in support 
of such changes that I write. Ata time when religion itself is in danger. to hesitate 
about sacr ficing small things in order to save it, is worse than folly ; itis a gross 
betrayal of a sacred trust. And that such a crisis has come who can deny! The 
Synagogue has ever been, and ought still to be, the rallying-point of our religious 
life. Nay, in an age when domestic ceremonial is decaying fast, increased resort 
must be had to its influences to repair the spiritual waste which results 
from contact with the world. But it is just at this time when its co-operation 
is most solely needed that the Synagogue shows unmistakable signs of weakness. 
Dwindling congregations are the rule, as the consensus of pulpit opinion only tco 
clearly proves. What is less clearly perceived or less frankly admitted by the 
clerical mind‘ is that worshippers not only decline, but are bored, For too many O¢ 
them the Service, instead of being a source of spiritual refreshment, is a cause Of 
Wearincss and positive repugnance. They come to pray,and remain a scoff. But 
those who remain are the minority, They are faroutnumbered by those who keep away 
altogether—by those whoare actually alienated by a form of worship whose essentia] 
function is to attract and to attach them to religion, More serious still is the 
position of the Synagogue in reference to the young. It ought to be the fount at 
which those who will be the Jewish men and women of the future drink deep of 
tnat knowledge and that fervour which will ensure to. Judaisma vigorous life in 
the days tocome. Can we honestly say that it is discharging this duty? Assuming 
that the Pulpit is as earnest and cultivated and wise as it should be, are not its 
benign influences largely neutralized by a liturgy which creates in the youthful mind 
an attitude more uctive and more lamentable than mere ennui? What sort of affece 
tion can our young men and women have for their religion, what stand are they likely 
to make for its sake against the powerful temptations of modern life. when the 
Synagogue has thus lost its power over the heart? 
Who, then, are doing their duty to Judaism—those who resist 
plea that it means destruction, and thus sow the seeds 
they fear s9 much, or those who, perceiving the dang 
innovations which may peeve them? Orthodoxy is a good 
g g preserves religious feeling ; when it defeats its own purpose and 
starves the spiritual faculty, it isa mockery and a snare. Let us beware of make & it 
fetish to which we sacrifice our common-sense and the very interests of J aie bane 
Religion, it cannot be too strongly urged, does not exist for the purpose of prese ravine 
ritual details ; those details exist for the purpose of preserving Religion.

Mr. E. N. ADLER then read the report of the Honorary Superintendants, 

The report stated that the total number of attendances was 26,960, as the result 
of 39 meetings, showing an average of 691 a week, as compared with 585 last year. 
This was an increase of 106 children per week, or 20 per cent. During the last six 
wecks the average attendance had been 1,008, an increase of 423 or more than 72 per 
cent upon the average attendance of last year. These figures showed that the 
classes were ina very flourishing condition, a result chiefly due to the zealous and 
untiring efforts of the honorary teachers, for whose attention to their self-imposed 
duties the Honorary Superintendents expressed their deep gratitude. The greater 


part of the staff consisted of trained and experienced teachers, who, in spite of 


having a similar occupation in the week, came willingly on the Sabbath to perform 
what to them was a labour of love. ; 

The Rev. S. SINGER, in delivering the Chairman's address, said that in view of 
the enormous good done by the Classes, as shown by the results described in the 
Report, it behoved the public at large to recognise the services rendered by the 
Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, and how terrible would be the 
calamity if the Classes were to be discontinued. Alluding to the fact, as being 
incidental to the celebration of Chanuca, that the Hebrews were generally attacked 
by their Syrian enemies on the Sabbath day when they rested in their camp, Mr. 
Singer said that the Sabbath was given as the greatest blessing to min, But it 
could sometimes be turned into something very different from a blessing, 6wing to 
the attacks of the great enemy —idleness. It was awful to think of what might 
happen to Jewish boys and girls in that neighbourhood, through a Sabbath spent in 
idleness, through the shocking things they saw and heard, the evil company into 
which they fell, aud the dreadful things they learot. To resist this enemy, the 
Sabbath Classes had been established, and they enabled Jewish children to spend 
the middle of the holiest day in the week in a pleasing, instructive, and not too 
severe manner. It was absolutely necessary that the pupils should attend regularly, 
not alone at the period when the presentation of prizes approached, but all the year 
round. They should not, after a year or two, think themselves too good to continue. 
their attendance at the Classes. It was the fault of Jewish boys and girls that they 
too soon fancied themselves men and women. Let them stick to their school as 
long as possible, and when they were arrived at the age of manhood and womanhood 
they would do well to look back to the earlier period of their lives ani to the first 
lessons they had been taught, the lessons of truth, steadfastness and love. Mr. 
Singer concluded by addressing a few words to the prize winners and those who had 
not been successful. The former he adjured to regard their prizes as not so much a 
reward for the past as an encouragement for the future. The non-prize holders he 
bade persevere until they conquered by their resolution, their earnestness and their 
industry. (Cheers). 

Mr. Singer then distributed ‘She prizes. 

Mr, Henry Lucas, Treasurer of the Association, proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Honorary Superintendents and Teachers, and pointed out to the children that the 
best return they could-offer for the sacrifices made on their behalf was to take to 
heart the lessons they learnt at the schcol. 

_ Mr. S. Moses returned thanks in a valedictory speech, his removal to a distant 

part of London having comp2lled him to resiga his honorary office. | 

Mr. OSWALD J; SIMON, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, dwelt 

upon the vital importance of Hebrew and religious instruction in determining the 

future welfare and happiness of young Jews and Jewesses. He reminded bis 
hearers, as denizens of free and liberty-loving England, that they and those who 
with them enjoyed every freedom were but a small minority of the Jewish people. 
It was their duty to increase their ardour in maintaining everything that was 
sacred and noble in their grand religion. (Cheers). 

The Rev. 8. SinGeR, in acknowledging the vote of thanks, which was passed 
with ringing cheers, referred toa statement made by Mr. Moses regarding the 
insufficiency of the prizes, and promised that if more were required they would 
be forthcoming in future years. 

The singing of Psalm 150 brought the proceedings to a close.

ILLUSTRATED CATALOGUE OF THE ANGLO-JEWISH EXHIBITION. 


— 


‘We have before us one of the illustrated catalogues of the late Anglo-Jewish 
Historical Exhibition issued for the Committee by Mr. F. Haes, to whose photogra- 
phic skill it owes its chief attractions in its present form. Of the catalogue 
itself, compiled by Messrs. Joseph Jacobs and Lucien Wolf, we have 
already spoken in terms of praise: it reappears here in all the 
glories of large paper with the text meandering through wide margins, The 

illustrations in permanent photography by Mr. F. Waes, printed off by 

the Autotype Company with theie well known skill, fill no less than twenty-eight 

plates, which comprise over 200 objects or nearly one-tenth of the exhibits, an 

unusually large proportion. The selected objects comprise a number of the most 

interesting documents illustrating Anglo-Jewish history, includiog two quaint cari- 

catures, and two exceptionally fine plates of early Jewish coins besides illustrations of 

all the paraphernalia of Jewish ecclesiastical art. Not alone the quantity but 
the quality of the illustrations has been cared for. Many of the reproductions of 
documents vie with the best work that has ever been done of the kind. A Charter 
of Edward J. with the monarch’s seal is reproduced with startling verisimilitude. 
The enigmatic Bodleian Ewer is here as well as “ Aaron son of the Devil,” who first 
made his appearance in the columns of the Jerish Chronicle. The illustrations of 
Jewish ecclesiastical art will, however, attract most attention ; the objects themselves 
were beautiful, and their reproduction here is equally artistic. In a few of the plates, 
the artistic effect has been somewhat marred by overcrowding, but as a rule the 
grouping is as good as the execution. The plates illustrating the Mantles for 
Scrolls of the Law, are specially noteworthy for giving all. the details of the 
embroidering with exquisite fidelity. The bcautiful marriage contract, forming part 
of the Sassoon collection, is legible in every line, while the illuminated Hagadas of 
Lord Crauford and Mr. F. D. Mocatta are each represented by a facsimile page. 
Altogether this is the most important contribution of the kind ever made to our 
knowledge of Jewis ecclesiastical art, the illustrations of the Strauss 
Catalogue svarcely deserving mention by the side of it. It is satisfactory to think 
that the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition should have a permanent record like this in its 
artistic finish and dignified appearance. Almost for the first time the community 
has produced a boos having some pretensions to dignity and beauty in its outward 
appearance, 


THE LOVE OF ZION. 


Amnon: Prince and Peasant. A romantic idyll of Judea. Translated and adapted 
from the original Hebrew, by Frank Jaffe. (Simpkio, Marshall and Co ) 


The “Love of Zion” by Abraham ben Jekuthiel Mappo cannot be called a 
good novel. Its plot is involved and conventional, its chara:ters fools or viilians, 
its incidents improbable and sensational. It deals with an interesting period of 
Jewish history, but Mappo failed to utilise bis opportunities. He only perceived 
Jerusalem from the outside and gives no trace of a real insight into the true 
internal life of the Jewish ca pital. This depreciatory criticism appli s less, however, 
to Mappo’s later works and not at a!l to the Hebrew nove's of som; of his 
successors. One great merit, however, the “ Love of Zion” undoubtely possesses, 
viz., its excellent Hebrew style. Mappo's Hebrew is simple and flexible and may 
be read with real pleasure, which the silliness of the book as a novel cannot 
entirely destroy. Rob-d ia an English dress, the “ Love of Zion” is deprived of 
its one redeeming feature, and it becomes a rather feeble and common-place 
production. | 

Some passages in the English vcreion before us are fairly well don>, but we 
regret that we cannot sprak with much approval of Mr, Jaffe’s adaptation. The 
“Tntroduction ” is marred by a display of bad taste andignorance. The transla- 
tion itself is full of expansions in the conventional penny journal style, and is 
replete with additions which are, to say the least, uncalled for. Mr. Jaffe, not 
Mappo, is responsible for this conventional sneer ‘‘as he was far from honest, 
it was to be expected that he should be scrupulous in performing his ceremonial 
duties.’’ talks too of Jedidiah as ‘a P. tron of the Prophets.” What 


} Mappo said is that he ‘‘protectel the Beni-Hanebim,” a very different 


affair. Mappo in one place writes simply: ‘‘ His anger was kiadled against 
Joram ani he hated Jedidiah,” Mr. Jaffe turos it into “an unholy fire 
scorched his brain, he gloated over his calamity with demoniacal rapture, 
a gleam of triumph shot over his features—his eyes sparkled with 
vindictive malevolenge.” Mappo, himself, is sometimes guilty of this sort of 
exaggeration, but Mr. Jaffe piles up the agony ia a very diverting manner. 
There is a great deal of unnecessary and unauthorised blushing and quivering 
and gnashing of teeth. “Tamar found an excuse. Who has ever known a 
woman without one?” This sage reflection like the frequent invocation of Satan 
is all Mr. Jaffe’s own. But there is neither need nor profit in multiplying 
examples. Mr. Jaffe has worked on a false principle. He should have preserved 
the author’s original as far as possible, and should have endeavoured to reproduce 
its style. As it is, what characteristic features the “ Love of Zion” possessed 
are gone with the exception of those least commendable. The English style, 
too, is slip-shod and the introduction of French words uadesirable in dealing with 
the times of Ahaz. es 

The lyrics are, on the whole, well-translated. A drinking song from the pen 
of Mr. I. Zangwill, B.A., in which, while the idea of the author is preserved, the 


translation is far superior to Mappo’s original, may be quoted in illustration. 


It is to be regretted that Mr. Jaffe has made such a bad selection for his 
maiden efforts. His industry and talents deserve to be expended on a better 
object. We could recommend him to select on the next oecasion, a new Hebrew 
novel dealing with the life surrounding the author. The success of novels like 
those of Franzos, for instance, shows that there is an opening for vivid and 
accurate descriptions of Russo-Jewish life. Mr. Jaffe, by his present attempt, 
has given indications that if he will but repress his own imagination in 
“ adapting”—he is capable of making Hebrew stories accessible to the Eaglish 
reader. |

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THE SEVERE STRAIN ON THE JEWISIL BOARD OF GUARDIANS. |

A SERMON PRSACHED AT THE WE3T LONDON SYNAGIGUE BY, THE REV, A, LOWY, 
ON SABBATH CHANUCA, 17TH DECEMBER, 1887. | 


During the scanty moments which to-day can be spared for the service in the 
pulpit, I wish to apply myself to a charitable appeal which has been addressed on 
behalf of the Board of Guardians to every Jewish minister, in order that no one be 
missing in the duty of adding his pleadings in favour of the forlorn and the 
desponding classes of our people. 


I will attach my observations to the 30th Psalm which we have read on the 
occasion of the present festival of Chanuca, and which begins with the words “A 
Psalm suug at the dedication of the House— according to David. I will extol Thee, 
O my God, for Thou hast lifted me up and Thou hast not allowed my enemies to 
triumph over me.” Before I treat of the main object in view, it is right to state my 
opinion upon the supposed origin of thePsalm. Was this text really,as isconjectured 
by some critics, written at the Maccabean period, somewhere about 160 years before 
the common era? Was the text really intended to glorify the action of the post- 
biblical hero, Judas Marcabeus,—the action of the man, who, with a small band of 
faithful retainers, fearless of death, challenged the myriads of the invaders of the 


loved land of Palestine. This Psalm may consistently relate to earlier occasions for 


thanksgivings to Almighty God. There can be no doubt that the Psalm has nothing 
todo with the life and labours cf the Maccabean heroes. It is simply a fervent 


‘expression of thanksgiving presented in the presence of pious men by a devout 


worshipper who had been redeemed from pera nal dangers and afflictions. The 
author states that he had been restored when he stood at the brink of the grave, and 
that his deliverance had frustrated the expectations of his malignant enemies. And 
so he invited his fellow worshippers to join him in their hours of devotion 
by offering up eternal hymns of adoration, hymns which apply to 
every success, to every triumph of individual or of natioaal aspi- 
ratioas In thanking God for having been’ rescued from troubles and 
dangers which have besieged Israel in all ages, let us hope that we, 
in this free country, have been rescued for ever from the grip and the hurt of the 
fanatic. Let us hope also that we shall never play into the hands of the persecutors 
of the Jew, by remaining inactive or insufficiently active, whilst we gaze from the 
stronghold of our liberty upon Jewish brothers and sisters whom tyranny deprives 
of human rights, and who are pining away unbefriended, unrelieved in their native 
countries, and who send us now and again some of their despairing relatives to seek 
a home, wherever a home can be found. Our words of thanksgiving for deliverance 


_ from enemies would be a mockery if they did not become attested and verified by 
thoughtful, by patient deeds of thanks; by a judicious provision for the protection 


of suffering persons who are punished for professing the Jewish religion. ‘If we put 
into force well considered and effective measures of charity, we gain a victory in 
the arena of human struggles, and we thus eatol God by the living act as well as by 
the spoken word ‘“ because he has lifted us up, and has not allowed our enemies to 
triumph over us.” Our thanksgivings must consist in promoting the well- 
being and the shielding of these wro have a right and a claimupon our benignant 
cousideration. We have tothink well how to elevate, how to help those who are of our 
own race, of our own flesh and blood. We cannot leave the fate of our Jewish 
brethren altogether to the merciful care of those who are not of ourcreed, although 
we ourselves are fully alive to the duty of assisting alike the poor persons whose 
destitution appeals to our sense of commiseration, a:d we would willingly help all 
those who are stamped with the image and the likeness of our Almighty Father. 
But, unhappily, our opinions are not shared by those who do not belong to our own 
community. The time has not yet arrived when members of different creeds will 
effectually help a fellow mortal with an open hand, withcut first inquiring what | 
religion the famished, the forsaken, creature professes. Insofar as weare concerned | 


we must remember that time is life’s opportunity to do wisely and well what is 
urgent and needful. 


At present we witness in vast dominions of the continent the very contrary of 
mutual love and mutual toleration. A new dispersion of Jews is threatening to take 
place. Jewish exiles wander from land to land amidst privations, aggravated by mala- 
dies that grow out of penury, and aggravated by all calamities that attend the undirected 
ard unprovisioned stranger. From week to week our Jewish charities bring home 
to our remembrance the subdued and humble petitions of those who are tottering 
under the burden of accumulated afflictions. From week to week, Jewish ministers | 
and laymen are urged to reiterate the entreaties which sometimes burst forth from 
the pulpit, sometimes from the platform of public assemblies, and, very often, from 
the broad sheets of the daily press. The responses to such appeals find a centre in 
the Board of Guardians for the relief of the Jewish poor ; and the appeals themselves 
find a brilliant comment in many sympathetic actions of our brethren and in the 
vast amount of good which hs so often been effected. In the past year, the Board 
of Guardians afforded temporary relief to 4000 persons. The same Board hasafforded 
permanent help on a practical scale to an extent, of which we all may well be 
proud, 285 young people are now apprenticed under the conscientious supervision 
of a yigilant Commi'tee. The assured income of the Board is £3,800, but the ex- 
penses are £10,800, Our community, by re-adjusting and extending the planof annual 
subscriptions, might easily subscribe the £7,000 which are required annually, without 
exposing the Board of Guardians to the necessity of continually reminding the 
world how remiss many of us are still inthe discharge of an imperative duty. At 
present there is a striking preponderance in the number of foreigners who stand in 
need of relief. Amongst every group of 8 applicants there are seven aliens and one 
Englishman. This difference may seem appalling, but it must not be permitted to 
be used as a handle by persons who are really deficient in a knowledge 
of the history of the persecition of Jews in some foreign countrics. 
It is now a moot question amongst some political economists whether 
the shores of England should not be closed to a further influx of Jewish 
refugees. This very grave question finds no room for discussion in the pulpit. But 
it may here be pointed out that the English Jew, from his patriotic standpoint 
should study this question without the bias of selfishness and morbid exclusiveness 
The English Jew should combine with right-minded coreligionists on the continent 
in deliberating upon the problem how to find outlets from the maze 
of difficulties in which the exiles as well as their recipients are involved 
This is a subject which appeals to every Jewish congregation, to every Jewish 
settlement in thisempire, in the United States of America, and in those countries 
of the old continent where the hands of the Jews are not fettered by anti-Semitic 
laws, Its consideration for the protection of Jewish exiles cannot be abandoned ; 
it must be taken up in good time with all the energy which animates the true 
friends of humanity. Meanwhile, let us, as well as we can, Check the strides of 
growing misery. Let those who can afford it, double their subscriptions to the 
Board of Guardians. Let everyone speak to their brother, sister, friend and 
neighbour, that all should come forward and help to enrich the same ‘fund Let in 
the meantime also a gigantic petition be put fo.th, subscribed and supported b 
Jews and non-Jews, which shall reach even the throne of the Russian Emperor who 
has under his sway half the number of Jews that people the world, He no less 
than any other ruler must wish to be loved by loyal subjects ; and ho subjects are 
more loyal than our coreligionists. Mercy which prevails in the bosom of man must 
be practised in every Jewish household. The example of charity shall as in olden 
days prepond+rate among the Jew and influence the non-Jew. And at the 
present juncture, when expulsions of innocent Jewish creatures are o 
rence, even the foeman of the Jew shall be brought to give way to the pathetic

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THE JEWS IN PALESTINE. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT J. 
JERUSALEM, 20TH NOVEMBER, 1887, 
Palestine, the Holy Mother, is casting out her children who come to visit 
her from afar, and Jerusalem closes its gates to them. Such is the state of 
affairs among us at present. Government orders have been issued forbidding 
foreign Jews who are new arrivals in the [oly Land, from staying there longer 
than thirty days. Palestine is a country of holy places and ancient tombs and 
not of commerce. To visit these places thirty days are even considered too many, 
The police have become very harsh, and sometimes they turn back new comers 
even before they enter the city. Nearly two huadred persons who have lately set 
foot in the Holy Land will soon b2 compelled to qnit it. 


The value of land has fallen after having risen considerably during the first 
years of the immigration, when settlement in Palestine was free to every- 


body without distinction of creed. Building works are no longer being carried — 
on by Jews to the same extent as was the case about twelve years ago. At that 


time five Jewish building socictics with 400 shareholders were established within 
two years, for the erection of houses and other baildings ; in recent years 
four societies onlv have been formed, and that under great difficulties, 
On the other hand the Christians are spreading everywhere, the Russian, 
through their churches on the Mount of Olives and their great and splendid 
Hospices with the innumerable apartments prepared for pilgrims, the Greeks 
through their fice shops and warchouses both within and outside the town, the 
Armenians through their many honses which they have erected o1 their immense 
landed property without the town. To sum up, the Coristian world shows 
everywhere in Jerasalem signs of life, and all their buildings are of great extent 
and of fine architectural proportions. of, 
Among the Mahomnedans there is no such rage for building operations ; being 
natives they generally own the houses left to them by their ancestors, The 
Municipality on its side does a great deal. It is continually erecting shops at its 
own expense, and at present it is building a great Secondary Turkish School. 
And we Jews, what are we doing? The Rothschild Hospital is approachiug 
completion, and the roof is already covered. It is a fine building. One thing 
which is very gratifying to us is the fact that many Jews are to be found as 
labourers at the erection even of Russian and Armenian buildings. The 
construction of the premises of the Lionel de Rothschild School has been 
curried out exclusively by Jews, instead of, as would have been the caso years 
ago, by non-Jewish workmen, owing to there having been among the former no 
masons or dressers of stone. Nearly all Jewish workmen have learnt these trades 
in the School I have just named. They are mostly Ashkenazim and Yemenites. 
The School is being developed more and more from day to day. The engineering 
workshop is nearly finished. Instruction inthe Turkish language which, next to 
Arabic, is of such great importance in this country, has just been introduced at 
the School. ‘The teacher is a Colonel in the Reserves, a highly accomplished 
gentleman.

To the Jews living at present in Palestine, the question of our restoration 
to the land, which was once our forefathers’, is no longer chimerical, but is 
actually real and feasible. While a Jew, tilling his own field, and working at 
his own vineyard, was still a rara avis, our co-religionists in the west were 


perfectly justified in :egarding the settlement of Jews in this country as 


belonging to the domain of fancy, But now that over a thousand of our 
people are engaged in tilling their own fields and cultivating their vineyerds, and 
entire communities are converting a wilderness into fine villages, it would be 
unjust on the part of the Western Jews to stand by unconcerned at the 
indomitable energy and great courage displayed by men who have had to contend 
with every species of privation and difficulties in their endeavours to get a living 
out of the soil. 

Those, who like myself, are in a position to measure the — which 
has been achieved since the Jewish colonies were founded, fail to understand 
why it is that the local authorities do their utmost to thwart the praiseworthy 
endeavours of the settlers to prove themselves useful subjects of the Sultan. 
They have all become Turkish subjects, law-abiding, paying all the taxes im- 
posed by the laws of the land, and improving the trade of Palestine, and with it 
the revenues of the Crown. Instead of meeting with their due reward, the Jews 
are hunted down as outlaws, as criminals. ‘hey are not permitted to build 
houses for their families, and are compelled to pass the rainy season in tents. 
The Sultan cannot possibly be aware of the treatment which the settlers endure 
at the hands of the authorities, for his Impcrial Majesty is far too humane to 
allow such cruelties to be perpetrated with his knowledge. In the present 
case history does not repeat itself. For when the Jews were expelled from 
Spain, the Turkish ‘Sultans were the first to offer them hospitality, religious 
liberty and protection. Now-a-days we receive but a poor return for acts of 
sympathy shown towards Ottoman subjects. When, during the last Rueso- 
Turkish War, the Mahomedan inhabitants of Bulgaria fied from their homesteads, 
from what quarter did succour come? From the Jew, Baron de Hirsch, who 
spent princely amounts for their benefit, and from many other Jews, who form 
themselves into Relief Committees. Who were the people that received the 
Turkish prisoners in Russia with every mark of sympathy and kindness? The 
Jews. Look at the reverse side of the picture and contrast the action of Jews 
with the cruelty of public functionaries, who refuse a shelter to our poor 
coreligionists escaping from the toils of the oppressors in Russia and Roumania. 
There must surely be some influential Jews in Constantinople who could make 
known to the Sultan the harsh proceedings of his subordinates.

AUSTRALIA. 

Melbourne has now & Jewish Mayor in Alderman Benjamin Benjamin. The 
retiring Mayor,in installing his successor, spoke of the intimate acquaintance which 
had existed between them for more than thirty years, andof his conviction that the 
duties of the high office would be carried out in an earnest, painstaking aod 
equitable manner, Another speaker said that in Melbourne the house of Benjamin 
had held a high position in the respect of the citizens for forty years. Mrs. 
Benjamin also 1 the esteem and respect of all. The Mayor’s inaugural 
banquet on the 9th of November was invested with unusal importance in consequence 
of the presence ¢s principal visitor, next to the Governor, of the Earl of Carnarvon. 
The banquet was one of the most brilliant given in Melbourne. The new mayor is 
a native of London, but in 1843, when nine years old, he came with his parents to 
Victoria and has resided in the colony ever since. He was for many years in busi- 
ness, first with his father and brother, and snbsequently with the late Hon. Edward 
Cohen. In 1870 Mr, Benjamin was elected member of the City Council, and six 


ears ago he became Alderman of the Ward. His Worship is a brother of Mr. David 
njamin of London, 3 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


It is noteworthy that in the negotiations carried on between Austria and Italy 
for the renewal of the Commercial Treaty between the two states a very conspicuous 
share has been taken by two Jews. Italy sent Signor Luzzatti, President of the 
Budget Commission of the Chamber of Deputies, to conduct the negotiations in 
Vienna, and the Austrian Government has delegated Herr Leopold Trebitsch, a large 
silk manufacturer, to proceed to Rome for the pnrpose of assisting its representa- 
tives with his practical advice. 

The memorial to Leopold Kompert, the celebrated novelist, was inaugurated 
over his grave on the anniversary of his death. It consists of a marble monument 
eleven feet high, and theinscription includes, by the expressed wish of the deceased, 
the words “I stood on my watch ” (Habakkuk ii. 1.) | 

In several parts of Austria attempts have been made to revive the anti-Semitic 
movement; but, happily, these attempts have been frustrated through the sound 
sense of public authorities, and of representative speakers at public meetings. As 
an instance, we may cite a meeting between Court Councillor Exner, member of 
parliament, and his constituents. On being asked by an individual why he did not 
support the motion for the expulsion of the Jews, he replied, because the proposal 
emanated from the band of anti-Semites, with whom he would be ashamed to act. 

Deserving of notice also is the appointment of a Jew, Herr Adolf Reiniger, as 

rofessor of the French and English languages at the German Upper Real-Schule in 
rossnitz (Moravia). It should be added that there has lately been a great outcry 
against the appointment of Jews as teachers in the public schools, 


GERMANY.

In the rural districts of Thiiringen anti-Semitism is again rearing its head. 


The attacks on the Jews take the form of |broadsheets, in which the feelings of Chris- 
tian womenin particular are worked upon by the agitators, and of injunctions not 
t> have any business relations with Jews. 

The Sabbat Stunden, the supplement to the Jiidische Presse, contained in its 
last issue an illustration of the celebrated synagogue at Worms. This synagogue is 
one of the oldest in existence, having been built in 1034, as engraved on one of its 
stones, by Jacob, son of David, and his wife Rachael, to replace another synagogue 


which had fallen into decay. The vaulted roof is still considered by competent 
authorities as a model of architectural art. 


HOLLAND. 


The Jewish Society “Israel en Oranje” at the Hague, is organising a vocal and 
instrumental concert for the benefit of the families of the unfortunate persons who 
met their death through the wreck of thesteamer W.A. Scholten in the channel.
